A few miles outside tuis curious'iittle town, which 


nestles among the hills and lakes that dot this pic- 
turesque region, and within about thirty miles of 
lake Ontario "as the crow nies," stands an old 
meetimr house, used tor many years by the Hickslte 
Soeiety of Friends. It is a large trims building, Just 
off tae dirt-road running through, the town of 
Junius, and is situated upon an eminence within a 
fenced area, wh;eh encloses also a small whilom 
Quaker cemetery, comprising, perhaps, fifty graves. 
The house is probably thirty or rorty years pld, ana 
its interior arrangement la in, accordance if itk the 
rules of construction adopted by the Friends 
lor. tueir places ol meeting. There are doors 
on three sides, or, more properly, at the front 
and both ends. A narrow platform, about two feet 
high, with a railing along the front and a low seat 
behind it, occupies the back interior of the meeting 
house, and a primitive gallery runs around three of 
me walls and i^ famished wit a rude, siraigtot-bacKed 
benches. The house has a front of about fifty feet 
and a depth, of vwenty-five, and may be divioea inside 
into two compartments by elevating from the floor 
ana, lowering from the ceiline by pulleys a plank 
partiiion, bailt in sections, which slides us grooves, 
and which, when adjusted, as effectually separates 
each apartment from the sther as a good panelled 
partition bail! stationary would do. 
This was 


used in former times to separate the males 
ana females. The ground floor also te supplied with 
a number of wooden benches of a similar pattern to 
those in the gallery, and the walls are plastered and 
whitened. Not a square inch or painted surface is 
to be seen In that quaint building, but the galleries, 
tlie floor, the upright posts and beams, tae platform, 
the benches are almost white, being of plain pine 
wood and bearing marts of frequent scrubbing, 
•wnich eives the planfcs the appearance of tue inside 
of a newly scalded churn or. a dairy table. Every- 
thing about it is plain, neat, simple, clean, Quakerish 
in fact. A large sycamore tree stands in front of 
the building, a rich grassy turf, ont only by a narrow, 
dusty wagon tract leading to the road, surrounds it, 
and at its eastern end are sitnated two large wagon 
sheds, beneath which those wno attend services 
here shelter their oorses aa&'vealcles.' 


A fine rolling country stretches away on either 


hand from this particular-scene, and by dint of good 
farming yields fair returns of potatoes, corn, wheat, 
barley and rye to the agriculturist. 
Some parts of 


the territory, however, are rather poor in soil, ot, as 
one of the residents ot tue locality put it, when in- 
terrogated as to the quality of the laud, " There is 
plenty to do, and little to set." The people as a 
class throughout the region are intelligent, "well to 
do" farmers, and, together with the Quakerish pro- 
clivities which adhere to them from the existence of 
the ol'rl society among them, and their nearness to 
Rochester, the Some- of the Fox sistere, and the 
scene of marvellous spirit rapping, spook seeing 
an'l ghost; Invoking exploits, have originated and 
evolved some verT remarkable reunions and psy- 
chological beliefs ana theories. 
The" most antique as well as the most nourishing 
body of these qaasi-religlonists is now Known oy the 
distinctive appellation ol "Ftltaiils of Human Pro- 
gress," and this society to-day closed its twenty-first 
uniiual meeting, celebrated by services occupying 
two flays, itt the old meeting house above described.

W. TAVLOS, a tall, gentlemanly appear- 
ing man and. a reputed trance speaker, was then in-, 
viced to say a few words if he felt so "moved," aud 
made, rn response, a brief address, expressing the 
opinion that "all tue elements in force in the spirit- 
ual world were now combined to eliminate us from 
any ereat superstitions which should keep back our 
progress and power." When we were talking of 
universal emancipation aud suffrage we were tasing 
the first necessary «rlght step towards the accom- 
plishment of the highest attainable object towards 
mankind; and as he thought of ttoese things he could 
not but express hjs admiration or the lines of the 
song they had just heara:— 


It <3 comlag up the steep'of time, 
And our old world is growing brighter; 
We may not see Its dawn eubljme. 
But it maKes the heart to feel Ute lighter. 


Mr. STEBBINS, in the course of some remarks made 
by him when Mr. Taylor had concluded, said tnat 
our society was now on the eve of the most complete 
ana" 'ample and necessary reformation—reform 
among the churches, in politics, in the government, 
In the social circle. The influence of truth and 
insttce 
and 
freedom, 
was 
asserting 
itself 
among nunmnity. and it must prevail; ' the 
truth, 
was 
never 
permanently 
vanquished 
by wrong; error 
and 
superstition and evil 
were ever sure to Jail before tee power of truth and 
reason, as asserted by the dictates and aspirations of 
the soul alter purity, freedom and truth. It was an 
error in the system of Christianity that the devil was 
made immortal, and theology thereby showed its 
lacK of philosophical principle in a ftmdameatal 
point- The devil should nave been mortal instead of 
immortal. The good always Bad and always -would 
prevail over the bad, and, if theology was consistent 
in its reasoning, God should be longer lived than 
the 
devil.

of

of humanity in 
the 
path, 
of 
right 
and truth that the late orthodox meeting at Boston 
awakened the inquiry and attention of a large num- 
ber of clergymen to me new religious society. After 
alluding to the gratifying results of the Farmmgton 
meeting of a year ago, and stating that no one could 
foresee the grand results which these awakenings 
woal4 produce, he referred briefly to the question 
of woman suffrage, and said-that he believed that he 
would live to see women exercise the rigat to use 
tlie ballot. 
A recess of one hour was taten, during which the 
.meeting partook or lunch on the sward in front of 
the Building, aad which haa been brought in bassets 
by tlie neighbors, who participated. 


Alternoon Proceedings." 


About naif-past two o'clock the meeting reassem- 
bled and letters were read from Rev. William J. 
Linton. and .Alfred H. Love, of Philadelphia, ex- 
pressing their regret at not being present, and 
assuring the friends ot the lively interest they felt 
in tue cause or progress. In the letter of Mr. Love 
some allusion was made to the efforts of the various 
Christian churches to secure "what the ministers 
call the recognition, of God in the constitution of 
the United States.7' 
5lr, STEBBINS expressed the opinion in regard to 
the matter that there was "about as much, likeli- 
hood of inserting the clause in the constitution, 
which these gentlemen wish, as there was of build- 
ing a railroad to the moon. Just as likely." 


CHARLES D. B. MILLS, of Syracuse, next addressed 
the meeting and said there is at the present time 
scarcely any ecclesiastical establishment in which 
there are not existing some schisms and differences 
ot opinion. There is a great deal of idolatry in the 
Churcn. The Old ana New Schools of Presbyterians 
have professed recently a reunion and propose to do 
their work togeftter, but ae taoacttt the government 
of that Church had not vitality enough m it to do 
anything. This was simply a stroke of policy that 
had brought them to unite. It pleased him. how- 
ever, to llnd in all these ecclesiastical organizations 
young men whose souls were becoming too big for 
their 
bodies 
under 
their 
svstem. 
and 
all 
these 
things 
only 
augured " a 
grand 
and 
glorious future for the great Church of Pro- 
gress which was destined to found a religion 
brighter and more powerful than the Christianity of 
the sixteenth century. It would be, indeed, a 
Church as broad as humanity and as free as the 
light aud air. These Instances of disruption and re- 
volution In the Protestant Ciiurch were the Baptist's 
cry in the wilderness. 
Mr. STEBBINS again spoke at some length, in. refer- 
ence to the inconsistencies of the clerirymen and in 
advocacy ot the tirinciples of spiritualism, conclud- 
ing by suggesting that if any of the friends were 
"moved" to say something they should do so. Thcy 
were here sure to be welcomed- whothor a,«,«,,^^u 
•»- —, -_*, ^i..n..<uT iSSr views, they were 
earnestly invifed to express tftem, even though in 
antagonism to all that had been said. This was a 
free platform, free to all who chose to use it for the 
expression of his or her honest, earnest views, with- 
out reference to what those views might be. 


KBBJ) BOUGLASS took the opportunity of express- 
ing a bit of his mind, and said that he did not know 
what was meant by tills talk of getting "moved." 
He thought that If a man wished to sav anything or 
had anything to say lie would say it without being 
"moved" by anybody or anything. It was a iree, 
voluntary act, the Impulse or ills own mind. Men 
were never heard of as being "moved" to take din- 
ner, or being "moved" to go out and hoe potatoes. 
There was no power in the universe which com- 
pelled us to do anything or could control na—no 
power of any sort higher tUan our.owa aonl's con- 
victions, 


Mr. POWEI.I.. on behalf of tne committee, tnen

DEAR BRETHREN—It seams to ns fitting that ia 
this hour we should send you greeting. Never was 
there such an one before. 


The signs or our time indicate plainly changes, 
great changes, at band; a new era dawns a ne*' 
page is turning in the history of man. All me omens 
and portents that nave foretold the great epochs that 
have marked signal steps in the growth and advance 
of the race are essentially present to-day aad vrttu 
an added emphasis. 
Christianity came, proclaimed and prepared by 
heralds and harbingers, unmistakable preachers la 
the wilderness, announcing tae advent of a new 
Mmjdom. The world seemed ripened and swod 
waiting for its coming. 
Grecian thought aud 
culture, 
quickened 
by • fresh 
contact 
with 
the gorgeons East, its weaitn of meditation, 
insignt and repose, had taken on new life and in- 
spiration; there was intense mental activity all 
abroad, the old forms and beliefs haa become eirete 
and a juggle, revolting to the worshipper. There 
was a wave of inspiration upon the world, deep soul- 
longing and prophecy for a larger, higher Inc. 
Jesus was the birtn of his century, the child of the 
Age, while also son of Heaven, and the finest 
ripeness of Jewish thought and love. He had parent- 
age running back not only to Jerusalem but also to 
Alexandria and Athens. The wealth of the world 
was poured into Ills soul; He met and familed the 
•wants and aspirations of His age—came for them 
and came of tnem. Christianity had Us origin ana 
found its reception because humanity travailed and 
humanity expected it. Circumstances not dissimilar 
obtained in Europe, in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth ceatunes, and proclaimed the reformation. 
• Great improvements 'in the material condition, 
increased 
protection and 
comforts 
to physi- 
cal 
life 
and 
weli-beine, tae enlargement of 
individual and social freedom, invention of ormtine, 
the compass, 
maritime 
discovery, 
Copernican 
astronomy, revival of learning and of ttiouglit, 
awaKening in all ways of men's consciousness— 
these were the parentage from which sprung Luther 
and the ninety-five theses. He was in the loins of 
Faust and Guttenberg. Like facts, doubtless, we 
should nnd could we penetrate tae history of that 
period in India, in the sixth century before Onrist, 
payingahe way for and necessitating the great re- 
torcn of BuddHa. These epochs of human enfran- 
chisement all come thronga ameliorations and Bap- 
tist ministers making the paths straight and tlie 
rough places smooth for tue advent -of tlie Most 
Hign. Mot less rxit more distinct are the omens 
that mark 
our 
time. The old Hebrew word

filment as now. The mental 
activity

day is -unexampled, wide-ranging, and, what is of 
far more worth thau all, largoiv charged with prac- 
tical tendency and fruitful in result. The improve- 
ments in the material arts astonish the eye; day by 
day they stride on, outstripping all aaticipatiou. 
They bear lor man, go to liguten labor, to elevate 
physical condition, to reduce or abolish tne rough 
toils, and bring liberation. New light is constantly 
being poured on the relations of man to the earth, 
the laws of his physical life and well being, the 
canses of disease, its prevention or cure. Religion 
is seen more a practical affair, concerned witu the 
humaa creature here and now, seeking his redemp- 
tion from the bondage of present evils, resnectmg 
and reverencing the Human body as the appointed 
shrine and temple lor the soul, and so "religion, 
taking tue word in its just sense, clasps hands with 
science 
and warmly welcomes it to this hallowed 
domain. The telegraph and the steam car are 
drawing Hie ends of the earth together, commtas- 
licg: the nations, bringing closest intercommunica- 
tion, and must unspeakably hascen the hour of uni- 
versal enfranchisement and union. 
Physical science is iree and dauntless, breaks ut- 
terly with the popular theology, pushes its explora- 
tions on every side, and the cartn and the heavens 
are successively and surely yielding up tlieir secrets 
to Its hand. Tuere are no barriers it shall not sur- 
mount, no depttis of knowledge it shall not pene- 
trate and possess, and all tlie discoveries suali be 
laid—ay, are being laid—as votive offerings upon 
tae altar of humanity, made free lor the appropria- 
tion and enjoyment and exaltation of the race. 
The treasures ol wisdom from the fields of litera- 
ture, especially in past ages, are being renewedly 
sought and cherished. There is unprecedented de- 
sire to form acquaintance with tue ancient tluntters, 
the philosophers of the olden time—especially tnosc, 
as some of tuem were, wlio had genuine elevation 
and inslght^-earnestly and also successfully seeking 
to soar to the realm of sub3ian.ee and rest alone in 
the worship of beiug, Tlie hints, maxims and Scrip- 
tores they have lelt are being gatnered up as pre- 
cious legacies, profitable for ihe enrichment and 
quickening of tne spirit. There Is now more or a 
true worship of the life and inspiration of tho nast in

aeon. 
The 
ethnic Scrip turc.s, t,oo, 
the 
ancient 
sac-red 
boots of 
cite 
ucntile world, 
are becoming objects of careful study. 
These 
records 
of 
the 
religious 
consciousness 
and 
beliefs of the olden, time have for the most part lain 
unknown and unregarded, deemed unworthy the 
notice of those who of all men had the sole and final 
revelation." The very existence of some of them was 
until lately unheard of, and it is only wir.hra a recent 
period tkat tiie sacred booKs of the Zoroastnans, of 
the Brahmins and the Buddhists liave been even 
partially known lo a few scholars in Europe. At no 
previous time has (.here been to any extent in Chris- 
tendom the liberality that would approach them 
with candor and treat them fairly. Tlie prejudices 
fall away and tncso books arc now being studied and 
elucidated wtth great care, and the day Is not dm- 
tant when we mar each mid them in our own 
tongue wherein we were born. It la, perlians, not 
to be expected that wl'eu fairly interpreted and 
brought near they will enrich our religious literature 
to tlie extent that some anticipate; they will douut- 
less be found partial and unsatiafyinc, overlaid Here 
aud tliero with, darkness and superstitions, mainly, 
however, the growth of aces subsequent to thuir llr.st 
writing, but their study will go far towards infusing 
catholicity into the minds or Christendom ana 
breaklnu the chains of its haughty narrowness and 
exclusive assumption. Oleams of divinest wisdom, 
priceless gems ot trulli snail be found, wlucn must 
go towards making up the volume of Inspiration 
and Llle that is some day to be gathered for man- 
kind. As the broken fragments come more and 
more to liglit genuine scriptures Hhall be aeon in all 
tlie records, in the oracles of sybils aud priestesses 
in urcece and Home, in the liturgies and imrlul ser- 
vices of the Egyptians, the inscriptions upon tuiiir 
temples aad tUeir tombs. 


And coupled with tins is the freest examination 
and criticism of the C'JirisUun records, not nuw 1111- 
fricudiy or in Uie interest of denial, but of a larger 
fiillrniatlpn, a determination to purge away all the 
droas, eliminate everything partial, temporary or 
unworthy, and rest m the fact and verity alone. 
Never were sucJi questions asked, never such stern, 
searching catechism as now. It Is not destructive, 
t>ut constructive, in its characterand tendency. Con- 
tributions are constantly being matle, from • which 
the science of religion will ere long be successfully 
treated, tne genetic development of tlie religious 
idea among men shown, and the relations of the 
Jewish and Christian religion to others and theirs to 
it exhibited. Wltluu the last quarter ol a century— 
we may, i,ndced, say witlnn tlie last decade—the 
languages of Uie world liave been subjected to fur 
more fruitful examination than ever before, and new 
principles of classification ascertained, deep lines of 
affinity, hitherto unsuspected, uniting tongues re- 
motest in pla';e and frequently in time together in 
one single atom, discovered. Large progress has been 
mudo towards reaching a fundamental science of 
speech, the laws oc Us orisrln ana enure urowtb, and 
this shall quite probably eventuate tn the devising of 
a single universal tongue, whioh, so far at least a3 
writing is concerned, snull serve as a medium of 
communication for all throughout the globe. Per- 
haps it will be finally realized again that the whole 
earth shall be of one Up and one speech. How much 
a universal written language will facilitate the ad- 
vancement ol man, the diffusion of light aad know- 
ledge, and the blending of the race into one brother- 
hood of humanity, oil may somewhat anticipate, but 
none can roroce. 
Besides these facts we name here one other, which 
to ua seems not least slgniilcant— the faith that iiaa 
round Ita expression m the beliefs ot eo-callea Spirit- 
ualism. As a thing of to-day, an historic result. 
Spiritualism Is partial and poor enough, erode and 
earthy, needing to become more ethereal and unsen- 
BHOUS, In all aenses more spiritual. Under illusion It 
may be ,ln ita imprcasioua of the nature and 
source of the phenomena it dwells BO upon, 
still 
we may accept it as a testimony, a declaration, of 
the quenchless faith of the soul, a confession of the 
increasing longing to penetrate to that realm ol sub- 
etance where is unbroken possession, wlierc no 
death can interpose and no change withdraw. It ia 
propliecy—dim, perhaps, and unconscious to itself 
of a larger life, a deeper and more inward commn- 
nlon and fellowship that man shall have with tiie 
abiding; a communion that shall reach all the real 
of past and present, shall feel the throb of human- 
ity throughout the ages, the warm breath of soula 
upon him and aha.ll leave the spirit. In the midst of 
whatever solitudes, never alone. It ahull be more a 
communion wltn tlie substance than tlio form, with 
Ihe Kiilrit, with qualities than the person, and . shall 
be coextensive with time and history. Tiw last cne- 
mv—deaili—shall be destroyed, for snch is the inti- 
macy of fellowship and podsosslou that no blight, no 
removal can touch it. Then shall be no nljrht, for 
the light of the perpetual presence shall yield one 
unbroken day. There shall be constant stay and re- 
pose: no withdrawal, no separation, no sorrow. - As 
the dim intimation or this mo child's groping and 
unartlculatcd prophecy, wo asslim its place and1 
value to Splrllualisui. i.ittie as yet historically. Im- 
portant potentially, tho forecast shadow of some- 
thing yet to be. 


Wo note also that in the preaching of many of onr 
pulpits there lias been ot late years n creat trans- 
formation. It is made mdonmteir more practical, 
home-coming and natural than formerly, emphasiz- 
ing the present anfl every dm duties, respecting the 
Intelligence and the reason, addressing tho Unit 
reverence of man. that sire and love m ou« which 


always arises in presence of the great commanding 
laws, the divine ideal of the soul. 
These things we view as oincns of a new day, 
harbingers or the dispensation that is to be. Coming 
latest it must be the best of all history, a reforma- 
tion greater than Protestant, greater than Christian. 
All the past shall pale before it. tho highest pro- 
phecy hitherto be round but its faintest intimation. 
It must be the finest bloom of all civilizations, the 
ripe fulfilment and fruitage of every culture aud 
piety, it shall plant upon nothing outer, uo historic 
name or any boot or institution, but rest in the 
Inner and living, worshipping the ideal possibilities. 
It shall recognize and use gratefully the symbolic, 
drawing from it its full worth and inspiration, but 
holding all subordinate to the higher—soaring from 
shadow to substance, from time to the eternal. It 
shall sanctity existence, make every hour hallowed, 
every work an inspiration and a song. 


What shall be the m»de of this lite, wnat speciac 
organization and institutions it shall take ou, none 
can loretell. This belongs to the sealed volume, to 
be opened only by time. Ii must be large as liberty, 
spontaneous as love, natural as speech, practical as 
character, higit as truth and grand as excellence. 
The sbirit taketh on such form as pleaseth it. We 
may well leave the details and specific adjustments 
to the hour, to the spontaneous inspirations aud 
promptings of the mind. 


We do not natter ourselves that this Kingdom of 
light and redemption Has already come, or is at tlie 
door. Lone reaches of time may stretch between us 
and it; wearisome marches or humanity must needs 
be made ere the approach is possible. Arduous con- 
flicts are yet to be rouglit; preachings there must be 
in the wilderness and ministries of manifold re- 
pentance. Great questions of labor, or social order, 
of the apportionment of the tastes of Hie, adjustment 
of the sancuons and rewards, the arranging of, all 
the relations so that existence shall, for each indi- 
vidual, net the utmost ror use, freedom, blessedness. 
These are looming up among us and Ue un- 
solved. Manv groan unaer the inequalities, and 
the full deliverance, however slowly and pain- 
ful, is to be wrought out. our country, in abolish- 
ing slavery, moved thereto in large part by the di- 
vine necessities, seems but to have just opened the 
questions tnat are to agitate, and perhaps to rock 
and convulse it for years and ages. The main battle 
remains yet to be fougnt; we have only thus far seen 
the first shots of the skirmish. A higher fidelity, a 
loftier devotion to truth and the absolute right is a 
pressing need, even, among the Friends of Progress. 
Work, work, stern, unremitting, is and must be our 
allotment here. It is ever the same old world to live 
in, with its trials and pressures, and the advances 
marvellous, seen at intervals, as they may appear, 
are all wrought gradually through individual effort, 
often lone and unrewarded, through continuous 
sweat and toil. There are ever stakes to be contended 
for, and the amelioration is coudirioned upon a 
steadfast fidelity of the true and chosen. Friends 
of Progress have ' quite other business to do than 
spend their lives singing poeans to progret,^ and 
glorifying and exulting in the good time coming. 
We may tali in our armor; we and our children after 
us may all die, not having received the promises. 
But, sure as there is faith on the earth and hands 
and hearts to labor and to suffer, the destiny shall 
not fail. The prophecy upon the iron leaf snail all 
be fulfilled. In the lulness of time it shall visit and 
illumine the world. We, therefore, take to ourselves 
and we bid you, onr brothers, trust and cheer. The 
salvation is nearer than w&en first we believed. 
We will look; and wait for the hour of man's majori- 
ty, the full enfranchisement and peace. 
We will 
look for the religion that shall be perfect freedom 
and perfect faitntiilness. the dispensation of truth 
and grace; that shall enrich, bless and hallow all 
our life—for the Ciiurch that shall be the churcli of 
Humanity, with its communions and its sacraments 
of blessing, deep as the soul, broad as the world and 
rich as history. It must; have the universe for its 
temple, normal human llle for its orison, its psalm 
of worship, its incense offering to the Most High. 
In the plenitude of that enrichment perhaps trie 
name religion will pass away, and language flud no 
word to describe a fact so large and all-sufllcing, 
save it be the li,"'!: the beatitude of the soul. 


SPIRITUALISTIC TESTIMONY". 
Discussion of this circular was then Invited, npoo. 
which 
Mr. POTVELT, proceeded to remark that whiie he 
greatly admired the theory and prmciules enunci- 
ated in tlie letter of ?.lr. Mills, whiclfit had been 
suggested by tue president should so forth, if 
adopted, as the address or circular of the meeting, 
still he felt constrained to say that he courS not en- 
dorse the expressions contained in it with reference 
to Spiritualism. Spiritualism was not the creation of 
a dav, nor was it unreal, a thing without substance. 
He felt that there was belore him a world of unex- 
plored "mystery and of beatitude, which his spirit 
would explore and in which it. would linger, and that 
after this life there was a personal immortality be- 
yond- That, hope or personal immortality was the 
sublimest hope lie enjoyed, the anticmation of a 
realization of the purest aspirations of the soul. 
Mr. DOUGLASS, at the close of Mr. Powell's re- 
marks, which, were somewhat lengthy ana delivered 
with great fluency and clear and elegant expression, 
said he "didn't see" this idea of Spiritualism. Ic 
wasn't by any means satisfactory to him. Ho had 
nothing 10 say against the views of other persons 
on the subject, but merelj' wishea to record 
his testimony against the theory as at present 
advanced. He wasn't going to say that other 
people had aot good reason to believe in it: thcj- 
must be different to him. though. Pel-Imps' they 
could see more or see clearer. He would admit, 
however, 1'iat whatever a ruau believed was true- 
true to the man who believed It just as much as any 
fact, however apparent, to other Individuals. But 
that was no reason why it was true to those wtio did 
not believe it. of course ir a man who believes in 
Spiritualism says that he has actually seen Uie spirit, 
or does now soy the spirit or a person wlio is really 
and lioncstly dead, it was hard lu tiispule that asser- 
tion. But ne did not see It for all that and never 
ha,f. I'cople had told him some things about spirits 
and nzfl asKcd him .some things lie could not answer 
when he denied ttioir aasorllons, but it was easy 
to ask a question another man couhl not answer. 
A person oiice called up a spirit ami claimed to hold 
intercourse with it in his presence, and said it was 
the spirit of his (Uonglass1) grandmother. 


Mr. Doujrlasa here broke out into a good-natured 
giggle, which set tne meeting folk tittering, and con- 
tinued:—Welt, 1 said it wasn't my granduiutbcr, and 
lie (this person who "called up" the spirit) Unisliefl 
me off by saym', "Well, if it isn't your grandmother 
who is it j" Of course-he had me tnere—(laughter)— 
'cansc he had askud me a question I couldn't answer! 
All tnat I can say is that I have never known of a 
case where liny person wiio was honestly dead ever 
came back again. I own up Uiat once 1 saw a 
ghost. It was the ghost of a person I had been ac- 
quainted with and who bad been dead for some 
time. But I was In a place that was intimately asso- 
ciated with recollections of him, and my mind was 
on him, and I had been thinking very deeply about 
him, when all at once he appeared io me. Well, I 
know what tnat was. 1 saw him tu my mind and 
believed it was him; but it waa all owing to time 
and place, and coincidence and condition. There- 
fore I say that whatever a man lielleved u true, just 
as true as anything cau be lu Him, whether it is real 
or unreal, ana however real a tiling muy be in fact 
it Is not true to any one who does not believe it, be- 
cause he has no faith in it under tue conaltiou m 
wlucli it may be presented. 


Mr. MILLS argued that wo were in the midst of a 
world of mystery—roysicries which it was not in the 
power of human imagination lo fathom, 
lint sci- 
ence was now raaklnj; siiclt rapid strldus that there 
was some promise of these mysteries beiiiij uavc-iled 
to us m time. lie was not prepared 1.0 accept or to 
admit Spiritualism, lie simply knew that lie waa 
here, but could say nothing about the inilnlie life 
beyond the grave, and lie took it that liejoud that 
we should not get inucli further, ami wiule doing 
tlie duties of the hour we shall do well to trust in 
the infinite Father ror what lies without and beyond. 


Mr. FawKi.tsaia tliat there wore plenty or In(rh evi- 
dences of the reality of tne substantial existence of 
spiritualism. Wendell Phillips, it was well known, 
had been coniinc-d in the cabinet of tlie Davenport 
Brothers, and had actually felt Uie Uamls and arms 
which had been presented. So lie liunself haa stated; 
and lie had stated further, that tliere was no dupli- 
city about it. Professor Dcnton also asserted that lie 
bad Laten models of "appearances,'' of actual limbs 
in clay. 


The PRESIDENT sftld, that while concurring in the 
general tone and sentiment of Mr. Mills' letter, lie 
felt that he could not accept its principles regarding 
spiritualism. The letter was nere, However, for 
discussion and for the action of the meeting to adopt 
or amend u. 
several persons expressed themselves as of the 
opinion that the document should rather be pro- 
mulgated as the address of Mr. Milts than amead- 
cd by tne Insertion of views which were not 1113. 
In opposition to tills me ground was taken that 


the document having been accepted by tuts mcetuipr, 
was tlie property of the inceiina and was 110 longer 
in Mr. Mills' hands. 
Aftersome lurtncr discussion the meeting adjourn- 
ed till Sunday (this) morning, after the suiirmir of u 
song by Mms Bowen, aaaisied by ,Mr. James S.

•FHE CASE OF 
THKOKORE 


The Examiaacion Yesterday, 


The examination in the case of Theodore Alton, 


more familiarly known as The. Allen, proprietor of 
ttie notorious St Bernard Hotel, at the corner of 
Prince and Mercer streets, was continued before 
Justice Ledwith, at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court. Tliere were not as many of the prisoner's 
friends present as at the former examinations, ow- 
ing to the fact that many of them have made their 
exit to Boston for tue purpose ot attending the 
Peace Jubilee to be held there to-day, as we under- 
stand several of them nad very- important'engage- 
ments thereof a peculiar nature. The prisoner .is 
charged by Robert P. Townley, of No. 63 Exchanje 
place. In the employ of 
Pinkerton'B Detective 


Agency, with rescuing a prisoner from him on tlie 
27th of March lost at the corner of Broadway and 
Prince streets, named William Forrester, an es- 
ca»?d convict from the penitentiary at Joliet, 111.. 
we*1, was in his custody, and who had been sen- 
tenced to the above prison for a term of thirteen 
years on a charge of burglary committed in that 
State. Mr. Charles M. De Costa appeared for the 
prosecution and W. P. Howe for the defence. 


The only witness examined was David L. Price, a 


carman, residing 
at 
No. 316 West Twenty-first 


street, for the prosecution, who testified as fol 
lows: — I am a truckman in the employ of Ball, Biaclc 
& Co. ana others; 1 saw the disturbance on tlie cor- 
ner of Prince and Mercer streets, between Alien and 
Towuley; Townley had hold of Forrester ana asked 
for help while he could put handcuffs on htm; 1 saw 
Allen come up, take hold of Townley and Forrester 
and separate them; Forrester ran towards the St. 
Bernard Hotel; Townley had a aeatii grip ou For- 
rester; I have seen persons die under the same 
grip; don't remember who they were, where they 
died or when fa occurred. (Here the witness began 
giving a very interesting account of what the death 
grip was, -wliick was objected to by the counsel for 
the prosecution, when the counsel on the other side 
stated that, from the contradictory manner in which 
the witness was testifying it was about time he was 
choked off.) I was first spoken to in reference 
to the case about throe weeks ago, at the 
corner of Prince street and Broadway, by the 
complainant, when I first became acquainted with 
him; this was the first time I ever spoke to him; It 
was a short time after the occurrence happened; 
don't know whether it was two months ago or not; 
it mightjuavejbeen; Towiiiey introduced Himself at 
the corner, where f was attendins to my business: 
don't recollect whether 1 Had a coat on or not; was 
aware lie first asked me if I was Mr. Price; I informed 
him I was; lie then aaked me if I witnessed the oc- 
currence between Allen and himself; I informed him 
1 did; he then asked me \vhat I knew about it; don't 
remember whether lie made memorandum; he asked 
me where 1 lived; I did not make any appointment 
to meet or see nlm;lwe talked a short time, when be 
left; 1 next saw mm when Ue subpoenaed me, about 
fifteen days ago, on the corner of Prince street and 
Broadway; don't know TOtoetuei- 1 was alone; 1 
read the subpoena to come to this court; don't Know 
tue vlay; -1 saw policemen just after trie affray oc- 
curred, but did not go with them to Allen's; Alien 
went into his place after tne»oecurrence; I stood on 
the opposite side of the street; 1 told the engineer 
employed at Ball, Black & Co.'s the same afternoon 
there had been a muss around the corner between 
Allen and a man 1 did not know; told him. that an 
escaped convict 1'rom Michigan. Haa escaped from 
the man who had a muss with Allen; Townley was a 
stranger to me; before Allen came heard Townley 
say, "For God's sake, let some person, take hold of 
the man," so that he could get the hand- 
cuffs on him, as lie was an escaped convict from 
Illinois; never saw Mr. Bangs or Mr. Pinkerton, nor 
any of Townley's friends; Allen was on tne left hand 
side coming down Broadway; Townley was also on 
the same side: Forrester was standing; did not see 
him on tlie ground; I did not see the commence- 
ment of Uie affray, but learned tnat it commenced 
at the corner of Houston street; did not see Townley 
strike Forrester: there were forty or fifty persons 
around them at the time or the affray; 1 was close 
-to them; Townley and Forrester were leaning up 
against the railing •wlicn Townley cried for assist- 
ance, but am not assist film; think Allen said some- 
thing:, bat don't Know what it was; wneix Allen came 
up 1 did nothear Townley say anything; when Allen 
caine up, he came up with a crowd- 1 got out or the 
way; did not hear anything said between the parties- 
something was said; I don't know what it was. 
The counsel for the prosecution here stated that 
one of their witnesses who was present at ihc Begin- 
ning of the examination had been taken, sick and 
compelled to go home, and that two other witnesses 
who had been summoned had failed lo attend, and 
that the further examination in the case be post- 
poned. 


Mr. Howe, counsel for Allen, at the suggestion ol 
Mr. De Costa, admitted-the fact that his client on the 
day of tue occurrence was owner and proprietor of 
Uie St. Bernard Hotel. 


The case was then adjourned until Thursday next 
at one o'clock P. M.

A HORRID NUISANCE Off TENTH 4VESUE. 


A Hotbed of Dfcica#e~Ne<;e«slty fop Immediate 


Relict. 


About two years ago the HERALD called the atten- 


tion of the authorities to the horrible condition in 
•vvbich the sunken lot on Teath, avtnoe, between 
Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth streets, was at the time, 
a huge receptacle for dead oats, dogs, goats and all 
Muds ot carrion and filth. The miasmatic effluvia 
from the putrefying carcasses and from the accumu- 
lated filth and garbage infected the atmosphere ot 
the whole neighborhood and created and spread 
disease. The inhabitants of that portion of the city 
also applied to the police and health, authorities at 
the time, and it seemed, for a while, as if something 
would be done to abate that pestiferous nuisance, 
gut what was done 
has 
made 
matters not 


only 
not 
better, 
but 
far 
worse 
to-day 


than 
they 
were 
two 
years 
ago. Garbage 


carts began to dump all the refuse picked up around 
the city into the lot, increasing its horrid outflow of 
yestilent air. 
The natural outlet of tne accumu- 


lating stagnant and filthy water was obstructed, and 
thus tne otlensiveness of tue nuisance increased. 
The dumping ot these carts was stopped once or 
twice by orders from the police, but quickly re- 
sumed, and has since gone on uninterruptedly, 
filling nearly eight-tenths of the whole lot, extend- 
ing over half of the bleck, with such repulsive mat- 
ter, from which, on any warm day, an. unbearable 
stench arises. 
Water still accumulates there, and, 


as ii it were done by a rettued system of cruelty to 
the inhabitants of Fifty-fourth street, a sort of open 
canal was left throu^a nearly the centre of this 
filth, winch 
carries the 
blaok, murky mild, 
impregnated 
with, odors 
sueti as uo suuter- 
ratiean sewer could excel, over the stdewalfe 
into Fifty-fourth street and down that street and its 
side gutters aud into tne cellars of t!ie Houses, one 
of the residents of that street but a snort time ago 
made complaint of it to the Sanitary Police, where 
he was referred to tlie Superintendent of tne Sani- 
tary Department. Here he explained the condition, 
of the place aud stated, in addition ana as an aggra- 
vating fact, that uo garbage cart had passed through, 
the block on Fifty-iourtli street, from Tenth to Ele- 
venth avenues, lor tlie last two years. When the re- 
porter of the n'EitA.LD visited and examined the place 
yesterday he found that neither this statement nor 
any of the many complaints made were exagger- 
ated. But the complainant referred to above was 
simply told that the Board or Health were just then 
•'consulting" with the Croton Board about mis very - 
matter, ana "something17 would be uone-as soon 03 
possible. 
THUS the conftision or our municipal gov- 
ernment shows itself again. 
While one "board" 
wastes time by "consulting" another "board" noth- 
ing is done, and through the inefficiency of tueso. 
circumlocution "boards" the people are made to 
suffer. 
Still there was a change. Woiie the two "boards'* 
were "consulting," and undoubtedly with proper 
gravity, dignity and earnestness, matters have 
grown from bad to worse; for even m this case a 
worse condition was yet possible. For about three 
years a contractor is building a sewer from the 
North river up Filty-flfth street to Eleventh avenue 
and. along that avenue to Fifty-fourtti street, in. 
wfoicb. street it is to be continued to Tenth avenne. 
Weeks ago he reached tne corner of Filty-fourttt 
street aud Eleventh avenue aud began to dig up 
some hundred feet or thereabouts to tne east. Doimj 
this he blocked up the street entirely by tne dams of 
earth lie threw up, aud not pools, perfect lakes of 
the tllthy water coming from mounds of decomposed 
garbage and other vegetable and animal matter on, 
tne vacant lot on Tenth avenue, were formed, ren- 
aeriug the whole nelgliborhood one immense hotbed 
of fnlections arid contagious diseases. Our reporter 
visited-several bouses and round the cellars flUed to 
the depth or from three to four feet with black, 
inurky water, emitting a stench delying description, 
all cotaiDg'from tlie street, ovrlog to the negligence 
of tne proper authorities. One of these Houses thus 
aGUcted is a four story brick double tenement house, 
having lour families on each floor, where Hardly a 
day pusses that the services of a physician are not 
required. In fact, taKIng the number of persons 
residing* here, it *is safe to say tnat tbls is clie un- 
nealtliiest spot in the city, lor tlie rate of disease to 
the number of population is nowhere greater. After 
a rain like that of yesterday morning a view of ttiat 
street is actually fearful. The black, offensive sedi- 
metit from ttie fittliy canal is washed into and de- 
posited ou its surface; the street is torn into deep 
ruts, where the carcasses of cats, dogs ana Other 
repulsive animal maUfir are cauglit and left, and 
towards the head of the sewer tnere forms a late of 
that sickening stun", in which bat the other day a 
child -was nearly drowned while trying to cross from 
one side of the street to the other. 
Aud work on tins sewer is delayed, if not stopped. 
Why ? The reason may perhaps be found in this:— 
Some of the owners of dwellings in. tills street, find- 
ing it impossible to obtain rearess b.y then" remon- 
strances to this or that "board-." concluaed to make 
up a purse, a sort or stimulating present to the con- 
tractor, or S300, to Induce mm to hasten with the 
work.

Tlie people 
In the neighborhood are at least very much 
incensed at the way in which they are treated ana 
even maltreated, and they are excusable if they 
charge all manner of sina and malpractices upon 
those from whom they should be entitled to protec- 
tion and redress. They charge, among other tilings, 
that certain officers or the Health Board have been 
levying a private tax upon ihern; that alt along it 
lias been willingly paid In the hope tliat ihe horrid, 
complication of nuisances would quickly aud finally 
be abated. And all in vain. They are now tlretl 
of it and will, thcyisay, no longer stand 4t. 
It Is time taat the "consulting" of the "Health 
Board" wtth the "Croton Board" should cease, and 
that energetic measures be taken in hand at once to 
cure this sore spot, for with the approaching not 
days the scorching sun may here breed disease to 
overrun, iike an epidemic, the whoio city and bring 
disease and death to thousands of households. 


THE BRUST m«,PlU1!T CE CASE. 


Verdict Against tho Prisoner—Sun i» ICcIctued 


on Bail. 


Coroner Kecnan yesterday concluded the inquisi- 


tion in Uie case of Mrs. Thorese Brust, late of No. 73 
Eldridut; street, whose death, it is alleged, was the 
result of malpractice at the hands of Mrs. Ecker, 
alias Ann Burns, a midwife, of No. us Clinton 
street, as heretofore reported in the UnnAki?. 


Henrietta Troclielmane. of No. 45 Market street, 


deposed to having been acquainted with deceased. 
Whom she considered to be a woman of bad reputa- 
tion; deceased told the witness stie wanted an opera- 
tion performed upon her, and knew a woman who 
would do it ror twenty aollars. 


l>r. Eugene schoeulng testified to having been 
called to attend deceased, and found her In a very- 
weak and exnaustea condition; alie told the doctor 
•what was ihe matter, but utterly refused to submit 
to an examination; she was bleeding aud wanted 
the hemorrhage stopped; lu the opinion of the doc- 
tor death was caused by hemorrhage from, a miscar- 
riage. 
Wooster Beach, M. D-, made a post-mortem exami- 
nation on ihe body of deceased, and In his opinion 
uterine lieinorrliage from miscarriage was the cause 
of death. 


This closed tho case, and the jury found "that de- ' 
ceased came to her death by hemorrhage from a 
miscarriage, probably produced at the hands of Ann 
Burns." 


The accused, who Is fifty years or age and a native 


of New Jersey, denies all knowledge of the cose in 
winch she lias figured so conspicuously as defend- 
ant. She is tne mother of sixteen children, only ouo 
or whom, it Is said, is now living. 


Coroner Keenan concluded to release Mrs. Burns 
on ball of $1,000, which was promptly given by Mr. 
VrancU Hawkins, of No. 121 West Tenth street. 
The deceased left a bright, intelligent- lime girl of 
two yc»rs of age, whom the friends having it in, 
charge are desirous to adopt out.

was argued tnat the duties of the office were greatly 
Increased'during the past two years 
Alderman WHTTVEY thought the Board should 
stand betweenSthe taxpayers aud the finances, and 
moved as an amendment that the salary of the 
Auditor be made $3,500 and his deputy $3,000. Ths 
amendment was adopted.

•mpulation—mechanics, tradesmen, carmen, 
hip carpenters, calkers, <fcc.—the tenement 
ouses have four in five of all the deathi, and 
lie greatest sanitary need of the tenement

The Administration and the Conntry— The 


*>o.Nothln* Policy and Its Manner*. 
The President, Vice President and half the 


Cabinet are absent from Washington. The 
government, like a railway train in the absence 
of the conductor and engineer, is standing 
still. 
Yes, standing still and losing time which 


may never be regained under General Grant. 
Tue country ig perplexed and disappointed, 
the outside world is incredulous; but still, 
while at home the impression is daily gaining 
strength that we have nothing to expect, tbe 
idea is beginning to prevail abroad that we 
have nothing to fear from General Grant's 
administration. 
Dry rot has seized upon 


the Cabinet, and the republican party is 
falling to pieces. 
The Secretary of the 


Treasury is doing something to stop the leaks 
and keep the ship afloat, and we see occa- 
sionally some spasmodic sign<j of life in the 
Navy Department and the War Office ; but 
otherwise, like an abandoned bulk, the gov- 
ernment appears to be drifting along at tlio 
mercy of wind and wave. 


Strange questions are beginning to be asked, 


such as these, concerning General Grant : — 


". Is he a man of genius or a man of luck ? 


Has he any of the qualities of a statesman, or 
is lie simply a soldier? Has he any desire to 
make his administration famous in history, or 
is he satisfied with the honors lie has achieved '< 
Or is he afraid to move on the right hand or the 
left, or to push forward, for fear of mating a 
mistake? Is it Grant or McClellan that is 
President? 
Can it be that the hero of Donel- 


son, Saitoh, Vicksburg, Chattanooga, the Wil- 
derness, Petersburg and the vigorous chase up 
to "the Appomattox apple tree," has become 
the head of an establishment of Quakers, from 
the State Department down -to the Indian 
Bureau ? Can it be that, too much impressed 
with the misfortunes of Andy Johnson in his 
efforts to maintain his own policy, General 
Grant has resolved to do nothing without ex- 
press authority from Congress? Or is it pos- 
sible that he floes nothing because he knows 
not what to do? Are his designs so broad, 
deep and comprehensive that we cannot grasp 
them ? or has he any clear perceptions of the 
duties, advantages, opportunities and respon- 
sibilities of his position ? 


We cannot answer these questions. So far 


the do-nothing policy of the administration 
answers them to the prejudice of General 
Grant, We had supposed that in rushing 
throngu the repulsive drudgery of the division 
of tbe public plunder he was anxious to get at 
the more important matters of business before 
him, touching our foreign and domestic affairs. 
It would appear, however, that he was desirous 
of getting this distasteful job of the spoils off 
his h \nds in order to have a longer enjoyment 
in the summer recreations of a Congressional 
recess; and that, come what may in the inter- 
val to December, he has made up his mind to 
let our domestic and foreign relations take care 
of themselves, so as to be free, at any inviting 
call, to go anywhere, and take his afternoon 
drive and smoke his evening cigar ia peace. 
We cannot imagine that General Grant is still 
casting about for his policy. His inaugural leads 
us to a different conclusion. 
"We believe that 


he has a policy matured — a broad, progressive 
and comprehensive Amoricaa policy; but that 
he thinks the Treasury nepcls repose, and that 
he and the country, and England, Spain, Cuba 
and Mexico can wait till ttie reassembling of 
Congress in December. 


In this view the executive branch of our 


government becomes a cipiifr. 
It was a 


department ol recognize! pontr in Lha v/orst 
days of Buchanan, and its strength even 
against a two-thirds vote in both houses of 
Congress, was still made manifest under John- 
son. With a do-nothing President ia 1SG1 the 
administration would have goue to destruction 
without a battle, and Jeff Davis would have 
,aken the place of Lincoln ; and so, with a do- 
nothing President in 1809, in the absence of 
Congress, the administration signifies nothing. 
Hence it is all th< same whether the President 
and hia Cabinet aru in Washington, at West 
Point, Long Branch, or the Groat Salt Lake. 
The chief clerks of the departments all the 
same can dwpnse of tlifi routine business of 
wstinp the books. G-e.ueral Frank Blair has 
expressed the opinion several times that Gcn- 
:ral Grant, if installed in tli« Whito House, 
would become a despot, and take good care to 
iold liia place to tbe end of his life. 
One 


'ould suppoue, however, that ho is satisfied 


with one term of four short years, and moans 
to onjoy it. ; that lie intends to learn all respon- 
sibililii-H wil.li CougroHd, and does not e:m> a

This, indeed, 'is a mont tame, and impotent 


conclusion, and will not do.

weight and power among the nations, admit of 
no trifling. 
The crisis demands business be- 


ore pleasure ; and the people, in vi«w of the 
rlorious results promised, expect their Presi- 
dent, upon several great questions, to assume 
the responsibility of decisive action. It to not 
becoming to the United States any longer to 
play the petty part in the world's affairs of a 


errnan principality or of Mexjpo. If General 


Grant's Cabinet is unequal to the occasion, let 
him change it. Congress has given him the 
authority. 
Nor ia it wise to do nothing for

Revolution or a foreign war is the dilemma 


of half of the governments of Europe to-day. 
Everywhere the volcanic elements are gather- 
ing, and the revolutionary Ores are brightening 
beneath the compact mass of six millions of 
bayonets which hold them in 
repression. 


Domestic agitation and an increasing debt 
attend tho governments, while stagnant trade 
and ecant food wait on the peoples. 
The 


British House of Lords shrinks in alarm from 
its own resolve to resist the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church, beforft the muttered cry 
of "Down with the lords." Imperialism and 
democracy thrill alike in France, with the fears 
and hopes springing from the results of the 
late elections. 
Germany is agitated from 


centre to circumference with the centralizing 
measures of Prussia 
and 
her 
demand 


for 
increased taxation. 
Peoples, 
kings 


and 
priests 
view

trust the Ecumenical Council. 
Everywhere 


the signs of the times point to impending 
change, but whether this shall come in tbe 
shape of revolution or reform lies in the bosom 
of the future. 
Governments may resort to 


foreign war as their only resource to stave off 
the issue of revolution or reform at home. 


But it is in Spain, "where a temporary gov- 


ernment holds sway, and the kingdom is con- 
vulsed with the great question of constitutional 
reconstruction, where a new organic law for 
the monarchy has just been formulated, and 
the privileged 
classes are steeped In in- 


trigue for the succession to the crown, that the 
democratic and volcanic elements are assuming 
the most threatening aspect. 
The republican 


members of the Cortes, since their defeat on 
the great question of a republic, have studi- 
ously withheld from participation in the votes 
on the clauses of the new constitution and ab- 
sented themselves from the demonstrations on 
its publication. 
In the eastern provinces the 


democrats have promulgated the revolutionary 
"Pact of Tortosa," which has called forth 
a 
riotous 
demonstration 
in 
Cordova, 


and 13 running like a wildfire through the 
south of tbe Peninsula. 
The government, 


pressed on all sides, sees no recourse but to 
concede arms to the militia, and what this 
means will be comprehended bv our readers 
who have watched the recent course, of events 
in Havana. 
The Spanish militia means mis- 


chief to kings and priests, and a spark will be 
sufficient to light a volcanic explosion in Spain 
which will be felt all over Europe. 


The aims of the democratic leaders among 


the Spaniards are already set forth in a report 
made by our correspondent in Cadiz, published 
in yesterday's HEBA.LD, of a conversation with 
Salvochea, one of the foremost leaders of the 
Andulasian democracy. There is a calm deter- 
mination in his tone which bodes ill to the re- 
actionary and stationary elements of the 
Spanish peninsula. 
But most remarkable is 


bis philosophic recognition of the power of the 
telegraph and rail as elements of revolutionary 
force. 
"Kings have had their day, "said he; 


"the wire which communicates with Madrid, 
Parts, 
London, 
New 
York 
and 
San 


Francisco 
is 
the 
king of the times." 


His views on Cuba, too, are remarkable, and 
worthy of the attention of our very respect- 
able Secretary of State, who holds European 
opinions and European complications in. such 
awe. Cuba is simply a public crib for the 
aristocratic place-bolder, and is not held to be 
of much account by the Spanish democrat. 


I He prefers a good breech-loader, ia the hands 
of the militia, to all the bombast about Spanish 
honor on the other side of the Atlantic. 


In" the meantime, as will be seen by our 


telegraphic reports published in another 
column, tha volcanic element in Havana pro- 
poses to send a commission to President Ces- 
pedes, and make arrangements for a mutual 
respect of life and property. 
This is the step 


which it would have become our government 
to have taken, and which the Ministers of 
Peru and Chile, as well as the agents of Presi- 
dent Cespedes, have asked it to take. Even 
now our influence and our honor may be saved 
if Mr. Fish will only awake to a recognition of 
the true state of affairs both in Europe and 
America. He need fear no European compli- 
cations now. Europe is too busy taking care 
of fier own household to put herself to any 
trouble about Mr. Fish. Let him recognize 
the belligerent rights of th« Cuban republic, 
and address a kind letter to both partL-s, re- 
commending them to humanize their war. 


Ctiru.—-Our government lias recognized the 


revolution in Spain, and where does it find in 
Cuba the government that rules bubordiaately 
to the one it rccogni7.es in Spain? Can Mr. 
Fish tell us ? All that we can see in Cuba is 
that there, are two organizations in revolt 
against the. government of Spain. One revolts 
in a reactionary scase and in favor of Isa- 
bella; tha other revolts iu favor of greater 
freedom than Spain will allow. Our duty is to 
recogiiizo the one that is most in sympathy 
with" us and that best respects all our rights. 
We must acknowledge the free government ot

stupid, uncalled for and inoperative opinion of 
Attorney General Hoar. All we have to say 
is, lay your cable, gentleman, and we assure 
you that the people of the United States will 
respond with a hearty God speed. Put it 
under the Atlantic and land it at the point you 
have designed in the United States, make it 
an accomplished fact, and our word for it you 
will meet with no serious or long obstruction. 
This country will not allow either the grasping 
monopolists or such pettifogging lawyers as 
Mr. Hoar to hinder its operation. The people 
are too much impressed with the value and 
importance of such an enterprise and rivalry 
in transatlantic telegraphy to suffer the company 
to be defeated. 
Our government must not be 


made the tool of the dog-in-the-manger schemes 
of a few monopolists to the manifest detriment 
of the public good. Should injunctions or any- 
legal hair splittings be resorted to for the pur- 
pose of stopping the operation of the French 
cable means will be found to set these aside, 
and Congress, as soon as it meets, will be com- 
pelled to take liberal action In the matter, 
should any action be necessary. We want 
this cable and as many more. cables as the 
business between the two continents will jus- 
tify, so as to cheapen the rate of charges, 
facilitate communication and promote com- 
merce.

suit against Stanton for false imprisonment 
during the war is on the carpet. On the old 
plan of government a man iu Stanton's place 
during the war would have put the agent of 
the Southern government in court, presented 
two or three witnesses against him, and the 
agent would have left court on his way to the 
gallows.

Great Men and the Press—The New Bra. 


We live in an age which well deserves to 


be called new. It is the age of steamboats, of 
railroads, of electric telegraphs, of Pacific rail- 
roads and Suez canals. It is more ; it is, in a 
pre-eminent degree, the age of the newspaper. 
One of the characteristic features of the age 
is the position which the newspaper occupies as 
the channel for the thoughts and ideas of great 
men. Time was when a great statesman, bur- 
dened with great thoughts which concerned 
the 
welfare 
of 
many 
men, 
perhaps 


many 
nations, 
had 
no 
choice 
but 


to write a book, which few read, or deliver a 
speech, to which few listened, or keep hia 
thoughts to himself. Now the man with great 
ideas has a far simpler and much more effec- 
tive way of giving expression to his thoughts. 
He has but to call to his aid an intelligent 
newspaper correspondent, have a quiet chat 
for an hour or two, conduct the conversation 
with gome little purpose, submit to an occa- 
sional question, and in a space of time, more 
or loss brief as circumstances necessitate, his 
thoughts, free from all verbiage, clearly and 
crisply put, are iu the possession of millions. 
The columns of the HEKAID present many 
such examples. As one of our latest we point 
to the report in the HBKALD of yesterday of a 
conversation which one of our correspondents 
recently held with Count Bismarck. It is not 
our business at present to dwell on the details 
of the conversation, but to point to the new 
means which statesmen have discovered for 
nfluencing the world. 
The new agency, to 


which some time sinca Pendleton somewhat 
reluctantly submitted, of which Ben Butler 
ully knows and appreciates the value, the iin- 
lortance of which Count Bismarck now cou- 
'esses, and the introduction of which is mainly 
due to the enterprise of the HERALD, must, 
more and more, come into use; and the change 
will be an advantage to statesmen and the 
world generally. It will make an end of long- 
winded speeches, of which thinking men are 
becoming more and more impatient.

These studios 
are at present optional, and no student pur- 
sues them without the expressed wish of his 
>arents. We have never advocated an over- 
dose of the classics, but we maintain that every 
>oor man should have at least the chance of 
obtaining for his sons the American patent of 
nobility—the college degree. 
As arguments 


or the classics we may briefly allude to their 
nfluence in correcting prejudices by bringing 
tho mind in contact with customs, religion and 
civilization entirely opposed to our own; their 
rrnat importance in developing the memory, 
reason, judgment and «ome other faculties to & 
degree which no other branch of »tudy can, 
and their general effect in producing what wa 
o»ll mental culture.

ENGLAND. 


Debate on the Second alonding of the 


Church BUI In the Houne of lords. 


LONDON, June 14. 1889, 


In the House of Peers to-nigut, to anticipation ot 


the debate oa tue Irian Chureli BUI. tUere was a full 
attendance of their lordships, all tne seats on the 
floor being occupied. At the opening of'the sitting 
tne galleries and lobbies were crowded with specta- 
tors, and m the streets, tn the vicinity of tue llousa 
of Parliament, a great throng of people was col- 
lected. 


In tne House many petlUoaa were presented against 


the bill. 


Earl GUASVILLB then moved that the bill pass to 


its second reading. He declared that he had always 
thought that the Irish Cliurch was an. anomaly, and 
railed to fulfil the position for wliich it was intended; 
that it was a great injustice, and should be legislated 
on in a reasonable, wise and moderate way. He 
traced the history of the Suspensory bill of last 
year, aud said the resignation of the Disraeli 
Ministry showed their acceptance of tue decision 
of the country in favor of disestablishment and dis- 
endowment. After explaining the provisions of tne 
wit under consideration, Lord oranvilie continued:— 
The government did not desire to sever the con- 
nection Between the Irish and English Churches. 
He would leave the explanation ol the endowments 
to his colleagues. He declared there was nothing m 
the act of union to prevent the passage of the bill. 
lie did not undervalue that act, but maintained that 
it was not unalterable, nor should it be allowed to 
stand in the way of a measure deemed necessary 
to the majority of the people and constituencies in 
Ireland. The bill had no effect on the royal suprem- 
acy. After referring to the threatened opposition, 
and commenting on the bigotry of past times, he 
appealed to the bench and to the bishops to weigh 
well their course. Nothing was more suicidal than 
to point to the principle on which the Irish Church 
stands as that on which the 
English Church 


is 
to 
stand; for 
this 
step 
was 
not the 


prelude to the SisestaWishment of the latter. 
He appealed to the opposition to consider the dig- 
nity of the House, and, after due protest, to allow the 
bill endorsed by the voice of the country to pass. 
The House of Peers has great power for good, bat 
there is one thin? it does not possess—it has not 
more power than the House of Commons-, it has not 
power to thwart the national will. Ic waa said that 
the method ot conducting the bill in the Commons 
was 
offensive, and the House of Lords had 


been 
advised 
to 
be 
conciliatory 
in 
their 


present declaration. He well knew the valne of con- 
ciliation, but there was no necessity for it here; for 
he would assure the Lords that though the liberal 
party adhered strongly to the policy of the bill, tney 
would gratefully welcome and carefully consider 
any alteration of detail proposed by their lordships. 
More than Uils he could not say. 


The Earl of- HARROWBT moved that the second 


reading of the bill be postponed three months. 
He opposed the bill as revolutionary and in violation 
of the coronation oath and of the act of nnion. 
The circumstances were insufficient to justify Its 
Introduction, and 
its 
result 
would 
be , to 


diminish the njimber of Irish Protestants. 
It 


was no act 
of justice. 
He 
repndiated the 


idea that :he rejection of the measure would be run- 
ning counter to the national wilL 
The sense of 


the country had not been tested on the point. 
He believed the country waa now earnestly looking: 
to and expecting the House of Lords to reject 
the bill. 


Lord CLARENDON said he did not reciprocate the 


feeling ot the Earl of Harrowby as to the result of 
the bill. Similar forebodings were expressed In re- 
gard to the reform and free trade measures. He be- 
lieved the sentiment of the country had been fully 
tested on the topic. It had been discussed .for 
the past year and a half, and was so thoroughly 
exhausted, and understood tiiat he was unable to 
say anything new on it. As a Protestant he sympa- 
thized with his Catholic 
fellow countrymen in 


Ireland on the wrongful position in which they were 
placed. He never felt it stronger than when he saw 
crowds Kneeling outside a hovel, with a handsome 
parish charch close by unattended. 
He believed 


that Ireland was ttie question of the hour. Her con- 
dition had bewiklered government after govern- 
ment. The universal assent of the country, and the 
impossibility that such a state of things should con- 
tinue, imposed on Mr. Gladstone the duty of settling 
the Irish Church grievance. 


The Puke of RUTLAND opposed the bill because it 


overthrew tbe rights of property, violated tho re- 
ligion of the majority of the people of the United 
Kingdom and destroyed the union of the Church and 
State. He denied that the Irish Church was a badge 
of conquest, and declared Ills conviction that the 
voluntary system would never answer. 


Lord STRATFORD DB REDCLIFFB objected to many 


of the details of the bill, but warned the House not 
to sacrifice the substance for the shadow. He be- 
lieved the passage of the bill,as it now stood would 
result tn irreparable Injury to the Church, and would 
not improve the condition or Ireland. The relative 
positions of the two houses ot Parliament, however, 
demanded the second reading of|the bill, after which 
the upper house could go to wort and amend its ob- 
jectionable features. 


Lord ROUIM.T regarded the idea that this bill 


would prove the destruction of Protestantism as a 
myth. It would only deprive the Crown of tho nomi- 
nation of some bishops, abolish ecclesiastical courts 
and remove specific endowments; it would not in- 
terlere with the doctrine or discipline of tho Church. 
He warnprt the House against opposing the national 
will and reminded them that tne severest blow they 
had received waa lu the rejection of the Kefonn 
bill and the final compulsion they were under to 
pass it. 


The ARcncisnop OP CANSERBITHY- aald the Bench 


of Biahops intended to 
do what in conscience 


they 
considered 
wisest 
and 
beat. 
On the 


decision of the House of Lords depended issues af- 
fecting the Churches of Ireland and Eugiand as well 
an 
the 
deatiulea 
of 
the empire. He would 


not 
agree 
witn 
blind 
acceptation 
or 
re- 


jection of the bill, and he was glad to hear 
that amendments to it would receive considera- 
tion. The curso oC Ireland wiu perpetual religious 
and political agitation- He was not desirous of sup- 
porting either. He believed that those who urged 
rejection really desired to aoe this House powerle.-ts. 
He was attached to the Irish Church. He believed 
that a blow injuring it would Injure the English 
Church. lie therefore desired to give a calm and 
serious consideration to the Dili, and to amend and 
make it a good meaauro. The earnest endeavor of 
the House or Pcera, containing the heads of the 
Church and of the law, and of the lauded Interest of 
•he realm, would be of more avail than any agita- 
tion meetings at ilanclicatcr or in Ireland. 


The Earl of OAKNAU.VON was unable to under- 


stand how Protostanta coula hand Ireland bodily 
over to the church of Rome, but thought they were 
bound to recognize the merits of freedom from State 
control, which had for so long- a period been a kind 
of slavery. He repudiated the idea that this hill 
would seal the fate of the English Church, and did 
not even think it an net of spoliation, aa it 
distinguished private 
from corporate property, 


BUI aa to the wisdom of disendowing a corporation 
which was fulflllng duties of questionable character, 
it "was right to state that were the disestablishment 
granted, partial dlscudownient must follow, on 
the monetary question ho uraed liberality and gener- 
osity, and, In conclusion, advised the House not to 
reject the bill. Tho majority of the Commons, he 
said, demanded Its passage, but the minority of tho 
House and the country commended lui considera- 
tion In committee. 


The fJi.sHOi* OK T)BitRv opposed the bill j>n the 


ground that it Ignored the yuotfn'n supremacy and 
would in the end bring the country under the do- 
mlnton of tho Papal Legate.

The Case of tbe Brig Mary Lowell before 


Parliament. 


LONCOX, June 14, 1869. 


In the House of Commons to-night Mr. otway, 


Tnder Secretary for the Foreign Department, said 
the facts in the case of the seizure of the American 
brig Mary Lowell were in dispute. 
The United 


States government asserts that the vessel was seized 
In'British waters, while the Spanish, government 
maintains that she was captnrea on the high seas, 
beyond British jurisdiction.

Great excitement prevailed in tlie 
neighborhood, and but little sympathy exists for the 
wretch who expiated his crime In ao horrid a man- 
ner, even amonE tile negroea. None of the lynchera 
are known, but they are all citizens ot the county.

It will DB observed that Secretary Boatweli has 


now the sum or twenty-seven millions currency 
withdrawn from circulation. The fact goes to ex- 
plain the activity in money at this point, so singular 
at this season or the year. The stringency has been 
attributed to the artificial influences or "bear" 
cliques; but the Clearing House returns for a week or 
two past show no locking up of greenbacks, even if 
the banks were Trilling to infringe the law. It is dif- 
ficult to conceive that money has not been artificially 
tightened. The genius which some of our stock ope- 
rators show would suggest a way and means of doing 
so which would be invisible r-o the general public. 
An impression that Mr. Boatweli cannot long main- 
tain his present position, led to a, better feeling In 
the market for government bonds which moved 
counter to the general direction of stocEs ana gold. 
There is no wish to force him into baying an addi- 
tional million ot bonds. It is simply suggestedahat 
he may do so with his present currency balance, 
and that he need not be held to the purchase of 
two millions a wees as a steady policy. The only 
alternative is the cessation of one of nis weekly gold 
sales, a step which wonld throw the market again 
Into the hands of the gamDlers.

On leaving Andover 
eome eaorts were made to induce him to become a 
missionary, but he declined at the time

quently he became Professor of Oriental Literature 
at Amherst College, and visited Paris on duties con 
nectea with the position. While in this European 
capital he received a letter from the Rev Dr. Fl»h 
urging him to go to Jerusalem on a religious mis- 
sion 
Dr King Yielded to the advice of his friends, 
and, aided by the American Board of Missions and 
the missionary societies of Paris aud of the !»ether 
lands, started for the Ho'v Land Several months
